However, in spite of this consideration, 
pigs whose rations are comparatively 
limited make on the whole more ces< 
nomical gains than those that are 
rushed. Soaking grain for twenty- 
four hours increases its fattening quall- 
tiles largely. because ft enables the 
animal to digest the food more com. 
pletely. Skim milk adds materially to 
the value of the grain ration. In these 
experiments 100 pounds of mixed grain 
were equal to 700 pounds of skim milk. 
The relative value of the skim milk. 
however, varies with the amount fed. 
The returns per pound are ob- 
stained when the proportion of skim 
‘milk to the total feed is the greatest. 
Feeding mixed feed. «uca as bariey. 
peas and oats with milk. insures 4 fine 
quality of meat. wheat which 
cannot be eent to market may be used 
as @ profitable feed for hogs. The type 
of animal influences the character of 
meat more than the breed. The mere 
fact that a hog is Yorkshire or Tam-
